The jury is now seeking to 
get the records by having the 
office of United States Attor- 
ney Harry Richards of St. 
Louis contact the secretary of 
the Senate and the clerk of | 
the House. 

About two weeks ago a let- | 
ter was directed to the Attor- 
ney General's office, with a 
request for the information. A 
Justice Department official re- 
plied to the letter, but did not 
provide the records.

ly suggested” that he resign.

McLeaish was before the Sen- 
ate Post Office and Civil Serv- 
ice Committee. Previous wit- 
nesses had told the group that 
McLeaish often drank exces- 


| sively. 


McLeaish emphatically de- 
nied to the Senators that he 
was a drunkard or addicted to 
the use of intoxicating liquors. 

H. W. Brawley, executivé di- 
, rector for the committee, asked | 
| him whether, in view of his tes- 
timony that he was not addicted 
to intoxicants, he felt the sug- 
gestion from Benson that he 
resign was “unfair.” 

“] don’t think it was fair or 
unfair,’ McLeaish replied. “I'm 
not a member of the civil serv- 
ice. I serve at the pleasure of 
the President. 

A Texan, now 57 years old, 
MecLeaish was appointed to the 
FHA post in 1953 by President 
Eisenhower. 

The Senators also have been 
told of a party in Montana 
where Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration officials allegedly went 
around “kissing all the girls,” 
including wives of subordinates. | 

In another development, a 
witness testified a Texas insur- 

ance firm lost a contract it had

McLeaish’s resignation from 
the $14,800-a-year post was an- 

nounced by Jam,s C. Hagerty, 
Pr esident Eisenhower's press 
secretary. Hagerty said Mr. 
Eisenhower had not asked ior 
the resignation, but that “it will 
be accepted.” Hagerty said he 
did not know whether Benson 
had demanded tbat McLeaish 
give up the job.

MOSCOW, June 20 
Yugoslavia agreed today to co- 
operate with the Soviet govern- 
ment and Communist party “on 
a basis of equality” and Soviet 
Defense Minister Georgi Zhukov 
told Yugoslav 
(Tito) Broz their two countries 
would fight “shoulder to 
shoulder” in any future war. 

Zhukov, 
President Eisenhower, spoke out 

‘after a Kremlin ceremony at 
which Tito and Soviet leaders 


lining agreements reached dur- 
ing the Yugoslav leader's three- 
week visit to Russia. 

The communique on relations 
between the two governments 
expressed their agreement that 
(1) Communist China should be 
admitted to the United Nations, 
(2) that Germany should be uni- 
fied through negotiations rather 
than the elections which the 
West has advocated, and (3) 
that Formosa should be handed 
over to Red China. 

It also said both governments 
looked forward to future per- 


| sonal contacts between them. 


The communique on relations 
between the two parties was not 
made public immediately. It 
was expected to be revealed at 
a news conference later today. 

‘Based on Freedom.’ 

(A Belgrade radio broadcast, 
heard in London, said of the 
declaration between the two 
Communist parties: 

(‘Abiding by the view that 
the roads and conditions of the 
Socialist development are dif- 
ferent in different countries; 
that the health of forms of So- 
cialist developments contributes 
to their strengthening, and 
starting with the fact that any 
tendency of imposing one’s own 
views on determining roads and 
forms of Socialist development 
are alien to both sides, the two

Zhukov's statement came 
after Tito had awarded him 
Yugoslavia's highest decoration, 
the Order of Freedom, for his 
World War II command of 


Soviet armed forces which Tito 


said led ‘‘the liberation of Yugo- 
slavia from the Fascist in- 
vaders.”’ 


“I am convinced the people 
of the Soviet Union and Yugo- 
slavia will march hand in hand 
for peace and socialism,” Zhu- 
replied. “We will do all 
we can to assure peace in the 
world, but if a war is imposed 
on us, we will be together 
shoulder to shoulder as in the 
last war to fight for the well- 
being of mankind.” 

There was no way of learning 
immediately if Tito had any 
advance information on ‘what 
Zhukov had to say. Only Mon- 
day night the Yugoslav chief 
had told newsmen that he had 
reached no military agreements 
with the Russians during his 
visit 

Asked what he though of 
Zhukov's statement, Yugoslav 
Foreign Minister Koca Popovic 
/told a news conference: “In 
| connection with this, I can only 
say I hope there will be no 
war in the future.” 

Hopes Danger Is Removed. 
An American reporter asked 
whether the Zhukov statement 
indicated that the rapproche- 
ment. between the Soviet Union 
and Yugoslavia had now be- 
come so close that they would 


automatically be allies in any 
future war. Popovic replied 
obliquely 


“We consider that the devel- 
opment of co-operation with the 
Soviet Union as well as co- 
operation with all other coun- 
tries of the world will only 
serve to help remove the dan- 
ger of war.” 

Two hours later Tito left by 
train for home. He plans to 
stop at Kiev in the Ukraine 
and pay a three-day state visit 
to Romania en route. 

Awaiting him was another ma- 
jor diplomatic effort—to try to 
convince the United States that 
he still is an independent Com- 
munists and not completely 
back in the Soviet camp. During 
his visit Tito has insisted that 
the agreements he was reach- 
ing with the Russians would 
not affect his relations with the 
Western nations who aided him 
after he broke with Stalin in 
1948 

Popovic told a news confer- 
ence that “so far as the future

WASHINGTON, June 20 (UP) 
—President Eisenhower 
continued his “very 
tory’ progress toward recovery 
but was faced with at least 
one more full week in Walter 
Reed army medical center. 

The prospect of having to 
stay 
middle of next week or longer 
was offset by good news which 
the President got from his doc- 
tors this morning—he will soon 
be allowed to eat meat three 
meals a day. 

The President conferred with 
French Foreign Minister Chris- 
tian Pineau, who was accom- 
panied by Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles. 


Then the President conferred 


with his chief assistant, Sher- | 


man Adams, and other mem- 
bers of the White House staff 
for about 45 minutes. 


He signed nine bills, approved 
additional disaster aid funds 
for hurrieane-hit North Caro- 
lina areas, signed certain other 
papers and sent a letter to Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon 
thanking the Senate for wish- 
ing him a “complete an dspeedy 
recovery.’ The Senate did so 
in a resolution adopted June 11, 
its first day of business after 
the President was stricken with 
ileitis. 

No Message for G.O.P. 

The Republican National

TURKEY OPPOSES 
BRITISH CYPRUS 
SELF-RULE PLAN 


Ankara Against Idea of 
Greek Majority in 
Proposed Island As- 
sembly.

LONDON, June 20 (UP) — 
Turkey has notified Britain it 
is strongly opposed to Britain’s 

proposed liberal constitution for 
Cyprus, authoritative sources 
said today. 

The Turkish warning came 
in response to Britain's latest 
plan to offer the island colony 
self-rule with an assured Greek 
majority in an elected assembly 
and to set a distant date for 

' self-determination. 


Turkey notified Britain it 
opposes the idea of a Greek 
majority in the assembly and 


that it wants equality for Turks 
and Greeks and not merely 
legal safeguards for the Turkish 
minority. 

The Turkish government left 
Britain in no doubt it rejects 
any suggestion to grant Cyprus 
the right to self-determination 
which at present means union 
with Greece. 

Turkey’s firm stand fore- 
shadowed new trouble over 
Cyprus as Britain prepared to 
make concessions to Greece in 
hopes of settling the explosive 
situation. The London Daily 
Mail said Turkey said it would 


send troops to Cyprus if 
necessary, 
Britain, which has been work- 


ing on the projected new con- 
stitution, was expected to make 
a statement of its plans within 
the next few days. 

Turkey informed Britain that 
it is not satisfied with mere 
constitutional provisions for the 
‘Turks which form nearly one- 
‘fifth of the island’s 500,000 
‘population, the sources said. 

Turkey's argument is that

A bill which would authorize 
St. Louis to acquire sites for 
two municipal parking garages 
in the downtown area and issue 
$4,500,000 in revenue bonds for 
their construction was unan- 
imously approved by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment 
yesterday. The meastire is ex- 
pected to be introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen Friday. 

Bills which would authorize 
the city to condemn land 
needed for the sites are pend- 
ing in the aldermanic board, 
and a public hearing on them 

as been scheduled by the 
board's zoning committee for 
Friday. 

Two Series of Bonds. 

Two series of bonds would be 
issued to finance construction 
of the garages under provisions 
of the bill approved by the 
Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment. Series A bonds, total- 
ing $3,500,000, would be a first 
lien on the income of the ga- 
rages and would be sold to in- 
surance companies, banks or 
other investors in the financial 
market. They would bear in- 
terest not in excess of 4 per 
cent a year 

Series B bonds, also bearing 
interest not in excess of 4 per 
cent a year, would have a sec- 
ondary demand on the revenue 
from the garages and would be 
sold to merchants or other 
business men interested in pre- 
serving the downtown area and 
checking the loss of business to 
the suburbs. A total of $1.- 
000,000 in series B bonds would 
be issued, and their sale is as:

Muskie became Maine's first 
Democratic governor in 20 
years. His victory, while Mr. 
Eisenhower was carrying .the 
state by 2-to-1, was attributed, 
in part, to the unpopularity of 
the Republican incumbent. The 
youthful Muskie has been a 
popular and effective Governor 
despite the unalterable minority 
status of his party affiliation. 
Where he in a great, vote-heavy 
Eastern or Middle Western 


| state instead of staunchly Re- 


publican Raine, his name surely 
would be high on every list of 


possibilities for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, 
Whether that is enough to re- 
‘elect him Governor of Maine, is 
debatable 

| After Maine, the state fights 
|'will center in 16 states, 10 of 


‘them with Republican, and six 
of them with Democratic Gov- 
ernors. 

In Colorado, the Republicans 
have an exceptionally attractive 
candidate, Donald G. Brotzman. 
President Eisenhower has held 
up this vigorous state Senator 
as an example of the youthful 
“new blood” he wants to see in 
the forefront of Republican 
politics. 

Four years ago Brotzman 
came close to upsetting veteran 
| Democrat Ed C. Johnson. John- 
ison is retiring from politics 
| this year, however, and Lt. Gov, 
| Stephen L. R. MeNichols is the 
‘likely Democratic nominee, 


| 

G.O.P. Chance in Ohio. 

| Ohio is another possible point 
‘of gain for the Republicans, 
| Gov. Frank J. Lausche, who 
won five times with Republi- 
ean votes, is Democratic candl- 
date for Senator this year. 

Massachusetts is one of the 
‘most likely places for the 
Democrats to add a Governor, 
‘Republican Gov. Christian A. 
\Herter, who blanked the state’s 
| traditional Deragcy to win 
‘two straight ter@®, is not rune 
|ning for a third. 

The Democrats also are cefe 
tain to concentrate on winning 
the state capitals of Montana, 
Indiana and Utah, where the 
unorthodox Gov. J. Bracken 
Lee has lost many supporters 
lamong fellow Republicans. 
| By the same token, there !s 
littie the Republicans want 
more than to unseat Democrate 
ic Govs.

Warns ‘Israel will An- 
swer Force by Force’ 
—Mrs. Myerson OK’d 


as Foreign Minister. 


JERUSALEM, June 20 (AP) 
—In full control of Israel's for- 
eign policy following the resig- 
nation of Moshe Sharett, Pre- 
mier Ben-Gurion again has 
vowed his nation would not 
make preventive war on the 
Arabs 
- But Ben-Gurion warned in a 
Knesset (parliament) debate 
that Israel “will answer force 
by force.” 

The Premier spoke last night 
in reply to questions about 
Sharett, 
considered a moderating influ- 
ence in Israeli foreign affairs, 
quit as Foreign Minister Mon- 
day after long opposition to 
defense” against Israel’s Arab 
neighbors. 

Appointment Approved. 

By a 65-to-20 vote of confi- 
dence in Ben-Gurion’s govern- 
ment, the Knesset in effect ap- 
proved the appointment of Mrs. 
Golda Myerson to succeed Sha- 
rett as Foreign Minister. Mrs. 
Myerson, a former Milwaukee 


schoolteacher, has been Labor 
Minister since 1949. 

Another vote confirmed Mor- 
dechai Namir of the Mapai 
(Labor) party as the new Labor 


| Minister. 


| 


Discussing Sharett’s resigna- 
tion, Ben-Gurion said: 

“Recently state security prob- 
lems became extremely grave. 
It is now essential to have the 
utmost co-ordination between 
the Ministry of Defence (which 
the Premier heads) and the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
and that is the reason why we 
need new leadership for the 
Foreign Ministry.” 

“To. start a preventive war 
(with the Arabs) is sheer mad- 
ness,” Ben-Gurion went on, 
“but Israel will under no cir- 
cumstances tolerate any aggres- 
sion and terrorist attacks by its 
neighbors and will answer force 
by force. Borders can be crossed 
both ways.” 

In. an apparent reference to 
pledges by the Western Big 
Three to enforce the Palestine 
peace, Ben-Gurion said that “on 
|any front we would be liabie to 
|meet other armies beside those 
|of our Arab neighbors.”

Concluding, he said Israel will 
not accept any dictated settle- 
ment of outstanding questions, 
He added that “no settlement is 
possible which we don’t accept 
or which affects our territorial 
integrity.”

shin bombers. All were part of 
the arms shipments from 
Czechoslovakia arranged by So- 
viet Foreign Minister Dmitri 
Shepilov, one of the observers 
The crowd 
cheered his arrival at the re- 
viewing stand. 

In addition, the Egyptians 
flew 12 Vampire jets and eight 
Meteor jets, all purchased trom 
Western nations. Seventeen 
British-type Centurion tanks, 70 
medium tanks and 30 light tanks 
were spaced out along the pa- 
rade route 

Egyptian paratroopers 
marched and shouted their bat- 
tle cries. A huge crowd braved 
the intense heat to stand around 
the square and watch. 

A commentator on the Egyp- 
tian radio described the scene 
and said, “An Egyptian soldier 
is now able to defeat any soldier 
in the Israeli army.” 

“This Egyptian army can de- 
fend our country as well as all 


Arab countries against an ag- 
gressor,” the announcer said 

In the same square, Nasser 
said last night Egypt hoped for 
a free Arab world that would 
stretch from Morocco to Iraq, 
and urged the “freeing” of Pal- 
estine.

As for cerebral palsy, mul- 
tiple sclerosis, muscular dyst- 
rophy and Parkinson's disease— 
their cost and social impact are 
determined either from “edu- 
cated guesswork” or from local 
studies unrelated to national 
averages, the committee said.

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British Study Warns Against Any 


Needless Exposure to Radiation

But Scientists See ‘No ee for Alarm’ in 
Amount Now Being Received by 
_ Population.

A Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 20— 
Top-level British scientists 
arn against even the slightest 
neediess exposure to radiation 
but see “no cause for alarm” in 
the amount now being received 

by the population 

Their report, presented to 
Parliament last Wednesday, was 
made available to the Post- 
Dispatch by the British Em- 
bassy. It is the result of a 
year’s study by a special 17- 
member committee of the Brit- 
ish Medical Research Council. 

Like an American radiation 
report presented here on the 
same day, the British document 
warns that all radiation is harm- 
ful to future generations, but 
says the risks from a peaceful 
atomic energy industry can be 
held to an acceptable level 

The two studies were carried 
on independently even though 
they were reported simultane- 
ously. Nonetheless, their con- 
clusions were remarkably alike, 
as to main sources of radiation. 
how much could be tolerated 
and what limits ought to be set 

X-ray Radiation. 

Both groups of scientists 
found that medical X-ray 
caused many times as much 
radiation received by the over- 
all population as do nuclear 
weapons tests at present levels 


The British group said it was 
time for “a review of present 
practice in diagnostic radiolo- 

gy.’ adding 
“The small amounts of irra- 
diation from _ miscellaneous 
sources, such as X-ray machines 
used for shoe-fitting, luminous 
and clocks and tele-

‘vision apparatus, should be re- 


duced as far as possible.” 

Like the American scientists, 
the British committee conclud- 
ed that atomic risks must be 
balanced against benefits. They 
said 

“As with other sources of 
energy that man has harnessed 
to his service, the use of ioniz- 
ing radiation necessarily entails 
risks; but the risk is control- 
lable within limits that he can 
accept.” 

Applied to Industry. 


Applying this reasoning to 
Britain’s rapidly-developing 
atomic electric industry, the re- 
port went on: 

“In view of the small num- 
bers likely to be employed in 
atomic power production and of 
experience already gained in 
the effectiveness of protective 
methods, it seems probable that 
a given amount of power might 
be made available to the com- 
munity at a smaller cost in ac- 
cidents, illness and _ disability 
than that involved in present 
methods of mining and power! 
production. 

“The novel aspect of the sit- 
uation lies in the possible ge- 
netic risk to the community as 
a whole. The considerations 
which we have put forward sug- 
gest that, although this is at 
present small and seems unlike- 
ly ever to be large, it is poten- 
tially important.” 

In an optimistic view of the 
problem of disposing of atomic 
wastes from the future atomic 
electric industry, the British 
committee said 

“It is true that the amounts 
of radioactive material involved 


are formidable, but by treat- 
ment, by long-term storage to

Would Set Limit. 


They urged that a limit be 
set as soon as possible on the 
maximum average radiation 
from man-made sources that 
should be able to reach the 
reproductive organs of the gen- 
eral population. They said the 
figure “is not likely to be more 
than twice the dose which is 
already received from the nat- 
ural background” and “may in- 
deed be appreciably lower than 
this.” They estimated back- 
ground radiation at 3 roentgens 
over a 30-year period. A roent- 
ger. is a unit of radiation. 

This figure would put 
British limit somewhat 
the 10 roentgen limit recom- 
mended as a 30-year maximum 
for the whole population in the 
American report by the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences. 

Both groups of scientists pro- 
posed an individual limit of 50 
roentgens over the first 30 
years of a person's life. But the 
British group added that these 
individuals receiving this heavi- 
er exposure should not make 
up more than one-fiftieth of 
the population 

Estimate Conservative. 

Medical X-rays, the British 
report said, account for at least 
22 per cent of the natural back- 
ground. This would amount to 
66 roentgen, compared with an 
American estimate of 3 roent- 
gens. The British scientists said 
their estimate was conservative. 
and part of the difference may 
be due to great use of X-ray in 
the United States 

The British study ‘stressed 
that X-rays and fluoroscopies 
of the hip, lower spine, lower 
abdomen and pelvis account for 
most of the dose reaching the 
sex organs of the general popu- 
lation. It said X-ray examina- 
tions of chest, head and*limbs

Clocks and Watches. 


Luminescent clocks and 
watches, they went on, cause a 
“small but real” contribution to 
total radiation which should be 
avoided where possible. They 
added: “the main hazard is to 
workers in the luminizing indus- 
try, but the risk from the wide- 
spread use of such instruments 
is not entirely negligible.” 
designers should 
bear in mind that television 
tubes give rise to radiations, 
the British report said. But it 
added: ‘So far as sets used by 
the general public are con- 
cerned, most of the radiation is 
normally absorbed in the apara- 
tus itself and is insignificant at 
the usual viewing distances.” 


Television 


As for nuclear weapons tests, 
the British committee  esti- 
mated “external radiation” 
from the tests at only 1 per 
cent of the natural background 
dose. But it emphasized the 
growing danger of “internal 
radiation” from radioactive 
strontium produced by atomic 


explosions and deposited in the 
bones. Such deposits can cause 
bone cancer, leukemia and other 
bone and blood disorders. The 
report said: 
“We cannot ignore the pos- 
sibility that, if the rate of fir- 
ing increases and particularly 
if greater numbers of thermo- 
nuclear weapons are used, we 
could, within the lifetime of 
some now living, be approach- 
ing levels at which ill effects 
might be produced in a small 
number of the population.” 
Hazards of War. 
Nuclear war, they said, would 
cause doses “several thousand 
times greater than those we 
have considered as _ possible

In a general summary, the 
British group stated: “The fu- 
ture development of civiliza- , 
tion is bound up with the ex- 
ploitation of nuclear energy. 
Its use, like that of other 
sources of energy, entails risk, 
but the risk is controllable and, 
within limits, can be accepted.” 

The 128-page British study 
was conducted by a 17-member 
committee headed by Sir Har- 
old Himsworth and including 
Sir John Cockcroft, director of 
the British atomic energy re- 
search station at Harwell.

JUDGE FILES SUIT 


10 FIX LENGTH 
OF HIS TERM 


Douglas a x Jones 
Contends Two-Year 
Tenure Legislature 
Set is Illegal.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 20 


—St. Louis County Circuit 
Judge Dougles L. C. Jones filed 
suit today in the Missouri Su- 


preme Court for a determina- 
tion of whether his election in 
1954 was for six years or for 


two. 
The suit was in the form of a 
“petition for 7 writ of prohibition 


to prevent the county election’ 


board from holding a nominat- 
ing election for his division at 
the primary election next Aug 
7. The court immediately issued 
a stop order which requires that 
no action be taken with respect 
to the election until the ques- 
tion is settled. 


Set by Legislature. 


When divisions 5 and 6 were 
“added to the St. Louis county 
circuit in 1953, the Legislature 
included a provision in the bill 
that nothwithstanding any other 
provisions in the act, the voters 
at the general election in 1954 
would elect judges whose terms 
would be limited to two years 
only 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly, in 
September 1953, appointed 
Jones and Noah Weinstein, both 
Democrats, to divisions 5 and %, 
respectively, to serve until the 
next general election in 1954 

In that election Judge Jones 
ran on the Democratic ticket to 
succeed himself and was elect- 
ed. However, Judge Weinstein 
chose to run for division 3, 
which had just been vacated by 
Judge Amandus Brackman, and 
was elected to a six-year term. 

Franklin Ferriss ran on the 
Republican ticket for the vacan- 
cy in division 6 and was elected. 


The length of his term, pre- 
sumably, will be determined by 
the dicision in Judge Jones's 
suite. 


Unconstitutional, He says. 


In his suit, Judge Jones con- 
tended the legislative limit of 
two years on the first elective 
terms to the two new judge. 
ships was utconstitutiona] and 
void since the State Constity- 
tion prescribes six-year terms 
for circuit judges. 


He argued that the limita- 
tion, which apparently wag in- 
tended to stagger the elections 
of the six judges so that two 
judges would be elected each 
biennium, exceeded the author- 
itv of the Legislature and vio- 
lated the Governor's constitu- 
tional and statutory powers to 
fill vacancies 

Judge Jones said he was com- 
pelled to file for this year's 
election “solely and exclusively 
to protect his rights as defined 
herein and in no wise” because 
he considered efforts to hold 


the election this year were 
legal. 
The suit is directed against 


Secretary of State Walter H. 
Toberman, the four members 
of the county election board 
and County Clerk Leo M 
Sievers.

WASHINGTON, June 20 (UP) 
~—Ellis Olim, suspended Chi- 
cago city employe. refused to- 
day to answer questions about 
Communism although the House 
Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities promised him immunity 
from prosecution. 

Immunity must be granted 
by a federal court, but the com- 
mittee said a court order would 
be requested if Olim would co- 
operate. He said he would not. 


_ QOlim had already appeared at 
hearings last December in Chi- 
cago. After balking at answer- 
ing questions at that time, the 
committee understood him to 


agree to talk if he had im- 
munity. 
But today Olim said he 


didn't understand it that way. 

Representative Edwin E. Wil- 
lis (Dem.), Louisiana, who pre- 
sided at the Chicago hearings, 
said he could only conclude 
that Olim was welshing on his 
agreement to testify. 

Not a Member Now. 

In answer to today’s ques- 
tions by Committee Counsel 
Frank S. Tavenner Jr., Olim 
said he is not now a member 
of the Communist party nor 
has he been since his employ- 
ment by the Land Clearance 
commission of Chicago in June 
1952. He is now suspended from 
this job 

But he refused to say wheth- 
er he had been a member at 
any other time or whether he 
was aware of the existence of 
any organized groups of Com- 
munists where he had been 
employed. 

He testified that he worked 
for the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and for federal 
housing agencies. 

Previous committee witnesses 
have said Olim was a member 
of a Communist cell among 
staff members of a one-time 
Senate committee investigating 
railroads. Burton K. Wheeler, 
then a Democratic Senator from 
Montana, headed the commit- 
tee. There have been no allega- 
tions that he had any know!l- 
edge of the cell 

Documents Forged. 

Olim’s appearance was a 
change of pace for the commit- 
tee which has been investingat- 
ing Communist propaganda ef- 
forts among American P.O.W.'s 
in Korea 

Yesterday two former P.O.W.s 
said the “Save Our Sons” com- 
mittee forged documents in 
their name in an effort to un- 
dermine the United States war 
effort. They were Dale E. Jones 
of St. Charles, Ill., and Curtis 
Spencer of Summit, Ul. 


By the Associated Press 
\ research psychologist testi- 
fied today that 70 per cent of 


all uniformed American army 
personnel captured in Korea 
collaborated “‘wittingly or un- 


wittingly to some degree’ with 
their brainwashing captors. 

Ur. Julius Segal of Silver 
Spring, Md., made the state- 
ment at a Senaie hearing in re- 
porting findings of an Army re- 
search project which, he said, 
showed that 

Fifteen pjer cent of 3323 cap- 
tured and repatriated soldiers 
became “participators” or “col- 
laborators” in the North Korean 
prison camps. 

Five per cent were “regis- 
ters’ who steadfastly resisted, 
brainwashing 

Eighty per cent were “middle 
men” about whom the army has 
“little or no derogatory inior- 
mation’ —men who elected to 
“ride out the storm” of captiv- 
ity in a sort of neutral capacity. 

Nightmarish Account. 

With Segal’s report on the 
research project just completed 
at George Washington universi- 
ty here, the Senate investiga- 
tions subcommittee received 
from an Army doctor who sur- 
vived capture a nightmarish ac- 
count of the conditions under 
which men broke. 

This testimony was from Maj. 
Clarence L. Anderson, now as- 
signed to the Letterman Army 
Hospital in San Francisco. He 
said captured men froze and 
starved, lived and died in un- 
speakable filth, in the first year 
of the war in Korea. He said 
few deaths occurred thereaiter 

He and Segal said as many 
men died in that first year as 
the total who survived and were 
repatriated. 

Segal, emphasizing that his 
research project dealt only with 
Army personnel and not with 
other services or civilians, said 
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that of the Army men who 
“yielded” and collaborated, 
which he would define as brain- 
washing. 

There was testimony vester- 
day that about 30 per cent of 
the captured personnel of all 
branches of the services had 
collaborated to some degree. 


By the Associated Press 
Most of the witnesses in yes- 
terday’s sessions said deep re- 
ligious faith, a better knowledge 
of both Americanism and Com- 
munism, and awareness of how 
brainwashing operates provide 
the best hope for resisting. 
Capt. Bert Cumby, a Negro 
specialist on the Army adjutant 
general staff, gave the testi- 
mony that “roughly a third” of 
the 7190 recorded American 
P.O.Ws. yielded to some degree. 
Cumby based that estimate 
primarily on his report that a 
third of the prisoners who first 
were dorced to listen to. “vi- 
cious” anti-American lectures 
continued attending them after 
compulsion was removed.

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Eisenhower Signature Shows 
His Depression, Analyst Says 


Has Characteristic Features of That of a 
Person Uncertain of Future, Hand- 
writing Man Contends.

The President's’ signature, | 
written from his hospital bed 
June 12, shortly after his op- 
eration, has fallen under the 
eagle eye of Harry O. Telt- 
scher, the handwriting expert. 

Teltscher realizes that an old 
fan of his, the Citizens for 
Eisenhower Committee, which 
quoted from his admiring an- 


alysis of Mr. Eisenhower's 
handwriting in the 1952 cam- 
paign, is not going to make 


him their pin-up man of 1956. 
Nevertheless, here are his 
views, based on the presiden- 


tial signature which White 
House Press Secretary James 
Hagerty , triumphantly flour- 


ished before reporters June 12. 
The signature was attached to 
an order allocating federal | 
funds for civilian defense. 
Shrinkage of Letters. 
Teltscher says: 
“The President’s signature is 
still rather undecipherable, as 


was one written in August, 
1955, before his heart attack 
which showed he was wres- 
tling with incipient fatigue 


and depression. 

“There is a shrinkage of let- 
ters in the middle zone. It has 
many depressive features. The 
whole writing descends and 
dwindles in size while the last 
stroke is sharply downward. 

“These are _ characteristic 
features of the writing of peo- 
ple who are, consciously or un- 
consciously, depressed and un- 
certain about their future.” 

In a recent magazine article, 
written in collaboration with 
Dr. W. Eliasberg, a psychiatrist, 
Teltscher related that “tell-tale 
changes” had appeared in the 
Eisenhower handwriting just 
before and after his heart sel- 
zure.

A Surgeon on Enteritis 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A surgeon for over 25 years, I 
have seen and treated a large num- 
ber of patients with regional enter- 


itis (the term “‘ileitis” localizes the 
segment of intestine Because of 
this experience I cannot refrain 
from making an attempt to clarify 
certain aspects of this treacherous 
disease, especially as it relates to

+ ” ¥ 

First. Regional enteritis is a 
chronic inflammatory disease of the 
intestine of unknown cause, which 
predisposes patients to recurrence 
of symptoms and to development of 
serious complications 

Second. According to information 
contained in news releases, Mr. 
Eisenhower has in the past had rela- 
tively minor symptoms of regional 
enteritis, which fortunately resulted 
in only a little disability. However, 
the disedse must now be quite ad- 
vanced to have caused recently the 
complication of intestinal obstruc- 
tion. The operation performed only 
relieves the obstruction; it does not 
cure the disease 

Third. Because of the presence of 
intestinal obstruction, it was not pos- 
sible to perform the more desirable 
operation of ileotransverse  colos- 
tomy with division and closure of 
the bowel between the artificial 
opening and the diseased intestine. 
The operation performed (ileotrans- 
verse colostomy in continuity, again 
according to news releases) allows 
for a greater chance for symptoms 
to recur. 


Fourth. Once a complication of 
regional enteritis has developed, 
there is a predisposition to other 
complications. The odds are against 
Mr: Eisenhower going through an- 
other year without disabling symp- 
toms, or another five vears without 


requiring additional surger: 
Although there is no known re- 
lationship between coronary artery 
occlusion and recional enteritis, the 
incidental occurrence of both 
these serious illnesses in the same 
patient would tend to make his out- 


look for longevity and good health 
poorer than if there were only one 
disease. 

Fifth. Emotional factors seem to 
play an important role in regional 
enteritis. Whether these factors are 


related to the cause or to the effect 

of the disease is not known. It is 

khown, however, that the presidency 

of the United States is a position 

replete with great emotional stresses

On the basis of my own experi- 
ence, | would consider myself dere- 
lict in my duty to any patient in 
comparable circumstances if I did 
not advise him against resuming the 
normal activities of a busy and har 
agsed executive. Because Mr. Eisen- 


hower is such a fine man and has 
centributed so much to our country, 
My greatest hope is that he will be 


similarly protected by his advisers.

The whole St. Louis area is taking a new and 
official look at juvenile delinquency, as well 
it must. 

Both in the city and county the problem is 
being presented to grand juries. The area has 
established a new Metropolitan Youth Commis- 
sion. Hardly a day goes by without consulta- 
tion on the subject. 

Hardly a day goes by, either, without some 
report of delinquency: Teen-agers push a 30- 
pound log off a highway overpase onto a High- 
way Patrol car. Four boys admit stealing deadly 
National Guard carbines while police exhibit 
home-made weapons taken from young gangs. 
Five youths chase a motorist and beat him. A 
gang of teen-agers beats three Scott Field air- 
men. Police fire at a drag racer. And so on,

Not the strongest believer in American Youth 
could regard these events as anything bunt 
serious. Still, the picture should be kept in 
perspective 

It is a fact that juvenile violations in St. Louis 
run about 6 per cent lower than in the country 
as a whole, though this does not speak well of 
the situation in the country as a whole. But an- 
other fact is that major crimes of all kinds in- 
creased nearly 12 per cent here last year. It is 
not just juvenile crime which has increased but 
crime in general. Under the circumstances it 
would be remarkable if youthful violations did 
not rise. 

Nobody who deals with the subject of delin- 
quency believes that a whole generation has 
gone bad. Crime remains a minority activity. 
But why should juvenile crimes increase at this 
time? 

Authorities offer many explanations. They cite 
the general state of world tension and uncertain- 
ty facing youth. They point out that many youth- 
ful offenders come from broken homes or have 
other reasons for feeling unwanted or purpose- 
less. They note the lessening of social and paren- 
tal controls. 

And they point at last to the automobile and 
the freedom and danger it brings to youth. Kan- 
sas City police believe there are benefits in con- 
trolled and organized drag-racing. Many officers 
in the St. Louis area believe even organized non- 
highway races would contribute to delinquency 
on the highways. But while the hot-rodder gets 
the attention, he is only one symbol of increas- 
ing restlessness among young people. 

One more fact should be noted. The boy who 
is 16 today, and hence old enough to drive a car 
in Missouri but not old enough to face adult 
responsibility in court, was born in 1940. He was 
a war baby. His first formative years were lived 
in a period which was hectic for the nation, its 
families and its children. 

. . . 

When the whole situation is reviewed, many 
questions must be asked: Is 17 the best age limit 
for juvenile court jurisdiction? If so, should 16- 
year-olds be allowed to drive? 

Beyond that, is the city recreation program 
and park and athletic system inadequate, as 
authorities believe? What must be done 
to keep young hands busy at constructive and 
instructive tasks? Should not the police return 
to their useful athletic program, abandoned in 
1950 on the advice of the Social Planning Coun- 
cil? Do the private social and recreational 
agencies themselves need new horizons and 
greater public assistace”? 

These are some of the+ questions which Cir- 
cuit Attorney Dowd proposes to put before the 
grand jury here, and which will face similar 
bodies in many places across the land. The St. 
Louis grand jury will hear from spokesmen for 
parental and youth organizations, churches, civic 
groups and the police. 

Out of all this St. Louls may hope for sound 
instruction on how to rear its youth. No one is 
born for criminality, and it is everybody's re- 
sponsibility to see that young people do not 
grow into it.

on by the Senate Judiciary Committee although 
it was made almost a year ago. 

The Sobeloff appointment is one of the best 
that President Eisenhower has made.

Well, what now? Are the. United States and 
Britain supposed to come up with a better offer 
for financing Egypt's Aswan dam than Soviet 
Minister Shepilov has made on his visit to 
Cairo? 

We rather suspect that is the idea—at least, 
Premier Nasser's idea. A source “close to the 
Premier” is the authority for word that the 
Russians have improved their offer. Whereas 
Moscow previously agreed to lend Egypt the 
$400,000,000 needed from external sources, it is 
now said to be willing to lend almost the entire 
amount—well over a billion dollars—needed to 
build the dam. 

And so there we are: You can almost feel Pre- 
mier Nasser’s faintly smiling gaze as he blandly 
waits for the West to bid. “What will you offer 
me, sirs, to induce me to take your money?” 

There are several ways of reacting to this 
weird game of diplomatic poker. One would be 
throw up our hands and stalk off, telling Nasser 
to take Moscow gold and be done with it. This 
would suit some firebrands and some Southern 
Congressmen who are not happy anyway about 
the idea of increasing Egypt's ability to produce 
competitive cotton. But it would be a short- 
sighted course. ' 

Is it necessary, then, to jump through Nasser's 
hoop, and put in a better bid? Must we beg the 
Egyptians to regard the West as more honest. 
more trustworthy, and above all more generous? 

Surely the common-sense alternative, assum- 
ing that peace and the general welfare will 
benefit from Aswan, is to stop the national bid- 
ding and tell both Egypt and Moscow that the 
Western powers are ready to contribute to an 
international fund, preferably under United 
Nations control, to help Egypt develop the proj- 
ect. Instead of trying to get an exclusive fran- 
chise for Western capital, we should try to 
make the project as inclusive as possible. In- 
stead of trying to keep the Russians out, we

ought to invite them in—and if they did not ac- 
cept, then they would stand exposed as willing 
to help Egypt only on the expectation of na- 
tional profit, otherwise known as colonialism.

It can only be rendered more of a lia- 
bility to Republicans if they insist upon the use 
of unfair and obstructionist tactics to maintain 
the giveaway. 

Meanwhile, it is up to the Democrats to mus- 
ter a quorum. While the meeting was only one 
vote short of a quorum, Representative Adam 
Powell Jr., New York Democrat, was absent to 
testify before a committee on civil rights legisla- 
tion, and James A. Haley, Florida Democrat, 
was in Washington but not present. Why could 
not Mr. Powell have testified at some other time 
and arranged to be present for this crucial meet- 
ing of his committee? What more important 
business could Mr. Haley have had? 

The committee should meet again as quickly 
as possible, with an all-Democratic quorum, ex- 
cept for Messrs. Chenoweth and Budge, if need 
be, and pry the measure out of committee pig- 
eonhole to free the House for action. 
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Alderman Blaine Gets His Answer 

Alderman Archie Blaine’s principal justifica- 
tion for a negative approach to the two down- 
town parking bills has evaporated into thin air. 

From the start, the Sixth Ward Democrat has 
contended he was not sure whether the two mu- 
nicipal garages proposed by Mayor Tucker's Ad- 
ministration for downtown locations would be in 
the best interest of small business firms. 

That uncertainty now no longer exists. The 
small business men want the garages. A majori- 
ty of the members of Downtown, Inc., an organi- 
zation of more than 200 of downtown's smaller 
merchants and business firms, strongly favors 
the parking bills and the garages they fore- 
shadow. They regard the structures as potential- 
ly “terrific additions” to downtown. 

The real opponents, of course, are the com- 
mercial parking lot and garage owners. If Mr. 
Blaine wishes to act as spokesman for this spe- 
cial interest group rather than for his constitu- 
ents or the city as a whole, that is his privilege. 
But the 28 other aldermen surely are not going 
to act as a front for a group with a vested in- 
terest in keeping downtown parking facilities 
scarce and expensive. 

Such a situation can only lead to a deteriora- 
tion of downtown property values. When that 
happens downtown’s disproportionately large 
share of the total tax load will be shifted to 
property owners throughout the city. Higher 
taxes for property owners will also mean higher 
rents for tenants. 

If Alderman Blaine were to change his mind 
and help push the parking measures through the 
legislative mill, fine. If not, St. Louisans will 
expect the Democratic leadership in the Board 
to act affirmatively in behalf of all the people 
of the city. 
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‘ Beyond Medical Bounds 

It is possible to be both pleased and disap- 
pointed by the latest comments of physicians of 
President Eisenhower concerning the extent of 
the recovery of their patient. 

Certainly everyone is glad to know that the 
President's convalescence is progressing so satis- 
factorily. The hope of the nation is that he will 
continue to improve and that he will enjoy the 
fullest possible restoration of his health. 

At the same time many citizens will believe 
that the attending physicians are going outside 
their proper sphere when they now declare the 
President “physically able to run for re-election.” 

This pronouncement is based on the conjec- 
ture that the President will recover completely. 
But no one can be certain what the President's 
condition will be four to six weeks from now. 
Everyone hopes he will complete his conva- 
lescence but to say positively that he will be 
able to run again is to engage in obvious 
speculation. 


Adenauer and the Kremlin 

Chancellor Adenauer had barely returned 
from the United States to Bonn when he found 
it necessary to say that Germany will approach 
Moscow directly on the issue of unification. This 
is rather at variance with the statements that he 
and Secretary of State Dulles made in Washing- 
ton, so there was a considerable effort at diplo- 
matic face-saving. Notes would also be sent to 
the Western powers with which Germany has 
cast its fate, said the Chancellor. But as we said 
the other day and as Walter Lippmann explains 
on the opposite page, the old formulas do not 
fit the new facts. 

Reunification is the No. 1 political issue in 
West Germany with national elections drawing 
near. Dr. Adenauer has not achieved it, and it 
is only realistic to admit that it is not likely to 
be achieved under conditions unacceptable to 
Moscow. After all, the Russian army still is in 
East Germany. 

It is a question whether the United States 
should appear tod closely connected with any 
single German politician, no matter how able 
or how sincere. But if Mr. Dulles really wants 
to help his good friend, Dr. Adenauer, he must 
devise a new approach to this problem. An ef- 
fective appeal to the Kremlin must be found 
because the Russians certainly see no advantage 
to them in an early restoration of the old 
Germany.

Barring an act of God, Herman Eu- 
gene Talmadge, aged 42, will enter the 
United States Senate in January 1957 
as Junior Senator from Georgia, re- 
placing Walter Franklin George, aged 
78, and an international figure. 

As the catalyst in one of the big po- 
litical news stories of 1956, he is being 
interpreted by the nation’s press. — 

Some have made the error of casting 
him in the stereotype of the South- 
ern demagogue—a Bilbo, an Eastland, 
a Dixie Joe McCarthy. He has more 
intelligence than 2 
all of these. 

Others, even more 
uninformed, have 
seen him as a gal- 
lus-snapper, a sort 
of hillbilly clown, 
or “character.” 
Nothing could be 
further from the 
fact. Those who so 
interpret him will 
make a grave and 
perhaps costly mis- 
take. 

A basic truth 
about Herman E. Herman £ 
Talmadge, which 
hereby is extended gratis to those who 
will work with or against him in the 
Senate, is this—do not ever under- 
estimate him. He is very able. To an 
Opposition he is dangerously so. 

He is in that period of transition 
from a young man to one of middle 
age. In fact, being in his forties, he al- 
ready is at that latter stage. 

He is intelligent above the average. 

He is strongly conservative by birth, 
environment and conscious determina- 
tion. 

But since he is intelligent, he has 
not been able to have a closed mind, 
though to observers it sometimes seems, 
in retrospect, that some years ago he 
sought to keep it so. Another guess 
would be that, privately, he often is 
made uncomfortable by this fact. It 
jars with his instincts. Without much 
question he almost surely is frequently 
subject to some inner turmoil 

It is possible he has not realized it, 
but the very fact of his intelligence 
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will give him trouble in the Senate. In 
that arm of government an intelligent 
man cannot avoid the dual nature of 
his position. 

He is not a Representative from a 
district. He is a Senator from a state. 
There are but 48 such states. There are 
but two Senators from each. He will 
find it necessary to represent the whole 
country more often than he will his 
state. This is something many Senators 
do not know, but learn, sometimes the 
hard way. 

A provincial man with a closed mind 
can, for example, make a demagogic 
“character” of himself. But an intelli- 
gent man, however conservative, can- 
not quite agree to destroy himself as 
a man by deliberately making of him- 
self a stereotype caricatifre with no fu- 
ture and no historical stature. Herman 
Talmadge is not a provincial. 


It is going to be intensely interesting 
to see what happens to him in the Sen- 
ate. He was Governor of Georgia for 
six years. In the first two of them he 
was not a good chief executive. He 
floundered. He lacked the necessary 
discipline which such a position inevi- 
tably requires. Those who watched him 
closely in those years know that for a 
time he might easily have eliminated 
himself politically. 

Somewhere he found the discipline. 
He began to mature. In his four-year 
term he was an excellent administrator 
and a shrewd organizer of his own fu- 
ture. He emerged from office with more 

litical influence and a greater fol- 
owing than his father, for example, 
ever possessed. 

His father played politics more or 
less “by ear.” There is much of the 
political scientist in his son, His father 
was more blunt, abrupt and impulsive. 
He could play but one role. The son 
can play many. 

This is something of the man, who, 
barring some caprice of destiny, will 
go from Georgia to the Senate in 1957. 
There he will find, perhaps to his sur- 
prise, that the nation will require more 
of him than the state. It will be inter- 
esting to see what his stature will be 
at 78. 


Summer Term for J udges 
From The New York Times 


All the divisions of the State Su- 
preme Court in congested areas will 
be open for trial business all summer 
this year instead of closing up for 
July and August, as was the custom. 

Credit for this welcome move goes 
first to Chief Justice Albert Conway 
of the Court of Appeals, the state's 
highest judicial officer, who urged its 
approval by the State Judicial Confer- 
ence—given without dissent.’ But credit 
is also due to the Tweed Commission, 
which sponsored the law by which the 
conference was first set up. 

The conference has no mandatory 
powers, but is charged with making 
recommendations for the improvement 
of court administration, such as the 
new summer term arrangement. This 
pecgeen is now being put into effect 

y the presiding judges of the various 
departments of the Appellate Division 
who have the authority to do so and 


who, together with a Supreme Court 
Justice from each department, are also 
members of the conference. 


The summer term is.a- good illustra- 
tion of how best to cope with the ris 
flood of litigation that has swampe 
the courts in many parts of the state: 
increasing their productivity rather 
than adding new judges to the bench. 

Working longer hours is the simplest 
way to step up court output. It doesn't 
require new legislation nor does it call 
for increased appropriations. But it has 
its obvious limits and it can’t do very 
much to solve the backlog problem. 

How far that can be done by further 
increasing the productivity of the 
courts—for example, by modernizi 
their structure and administration—an 
how far it will require additions to the 
bench is the leading question. It calls 
for a far more carefully considered 
answer then anyone has given it as yet.

Man and Beast 
LIONS, TIGERS AND ME, by Roman Proske. (Henry 
Holt and Co., 317 pgs., $3.75.) 

This autobiography by Roman Proske 
might have been appropriately sub- 
titled, “My Daily Rendevous With 
Death in the Steel Arena.” The author 
ran away from home at the age of 13, 
became an animal trainer ‘and devoted 
a lifetime to one of the world’s most 
hazardous professions, 


The reader will need hipboots to 
wade through the blood shed in “Lions, 
Tigers and Me.” A good deal of it was 
spilled by Proske himself. Putting 
one’s head in lions’ 
mouths, riding ti- 
gers and wrestling 
bears is hard on 
the arteries, Proske 
has had four vio- 
lent, hand -to-claw 
struggles with big 
cats. He remains 
alive in spite of hav- 
ing been chewed, 
clawed and bitten. 
On one occasion, 
he was on the way 
to being “eaten 
alive.” The blood 
flowed into Proske’s 
boots, but, incred- 
ibly, the oe thought it was part 
of the act. 

Fortunately, there is more to the 
book than gore. The reader will learn 
a great deal about the animals and 
their training. He will enjoy nostalgic 
vignettes dealing with by-gone per-

formers, Tilly Bebe, Captain Albert 
pneate and the immortal Frank 
uck. : 


Proske deflates two popularly held 
ideas. He does not accept the notion 
that the circus is a “make believe” 
world. He finds it menacing and some- 
times very cruel. Nor does he agree 
that his animals can ever be entirely 
tamed. “You could educate a tiger or 
a jaguar till he rated a Ph. D.,” he 
says “and he would still obey his inner 
compulsion to hunt, catch and kill.” 

However, Proske seems to nurse one 
notion of his own which, to say the 
least, seems far fetched.

The book is written in easy, clean, 
conversational style.

Fight ‘Against Bigotry 
THE HOPE OF REFUGE, by Sykes Johnson. (Little, 
Brown and Co., 244 pgs., $3.50.) 


This first novel by a young Texas 
newspaper man is better when finished 
than it appears to be at the beginning. 
Its seeming slowness turns out to be 
careful pacing to point up the deliber- 
ateness of the hero and the passage of 
five hours of time that is the climax 
of his life.

Unite With Evan- 
gelical and Reformed 
Church Up for Action.

national body. 

The proposed merger in- 
volves the 1,342,045 Congrega- 
tional Christians and the 775.,- 


000-member Evangelical and 
Reformed Church, 
It would be the first union 


in America of two such histor- 
ically distinctive Christian 
bodies, stemming from separate 
family lines in the evolving 
stream of Protestantism. 

Congregational Christians 
grew out of the Church of 
England, their forbears being 
the Pilgrims and Puritans, later 
tagged ‘“Separatists” before the 
Congregational name came into 
use. 

The Evangelical and _ Re- 
formed Church has a similar 
heritage for liberty and con- 


science, but developed from 
German and Swiss Protes- 
tantism. with cultural back- 
ground rooted in those coun- 


tries. 

Only active opposition to the 
merger has come from Congre- 
gational Christians. They claim 
traditional liberties of the in- 
dividual congregation might be 
lost in blending with a more 
regulated church. 

The plan, simmering for 14 
years, has generated some heat 
as the final steps near. 


About 3000 church repre-

| Dr. J. Carter Swaim, execu- 


tive director of the department 


,of the English Bible of the Na- 


| tional Council of Churches, said 


the ancient manuscripts, 
caves 


found 
near the 


Dead sea since 1947, are “not 
inearly so revolutionary” as 
some writers have pictured 
them. 


Persons like author Edmund 
who believe the scrolls 
will require a rewriting of the 
history of Christian origins, 
“completely misunderstand the 
nature of the discoveries,’ he 
said 

Wilson, in his 
book, “The Scrolls From the 
Dead Sea,” asserted that the 
obscure Jewish sect which pro- 
duced the _ scrolls, tentatively 
identified by scholars as the 
Essenes, may have been “the 
cradle of Christianity.” He said 
there were striking parallels 
between the sect’s “teacher of 
righteousness,” described in one 
of the scrolls, and the New Tes- 
tament accounts of Jesus Christ. 

Swaim, in an article written 
for the National Council's 
monthly magazine Outlook, sai 
the “accidental resemblance” of 
some words and ideas is very 
weak ground for arguing that 
Christianity must have “bor- 
rowed” from the Essenes. 


“If the ‘teacher of righteous- 
ness’ of the scrolls preached 
penitence, poverty, humility and 
love of neighbor, it can be 
asked, what Jewish teacher 
didn't? Christianity’s debt to 
Judaism has long been appar- 
ent.” 

Swaim also noted that some 
have sought to read into the 
vague and symbolic language of 
the scrolls the suggestion that 
the Essenes’ ‘teacher of righte- 
ousness” was crucified. 

This “has not been proved,” 
he said, “but if it were true, 
this is only further evidence 
of how common the practice 
of crucifixion) was. The after- 
noon our Lord was done to 
death, two others were cruci- 
tied with him.”

ANNAPOLIS, Md.,

Some 30 years ago the Boot- 
neel section of Southeast Mis- 
souri produced more bullfrogs 
for the market than any other 


part of the United States, with 


the possible exception of Lou- 
isiana. 

Peddlers went from house to 
house selling jumbo frog legs 
for 50 cents per dozen pairs. 


Barrels of frog legs were iced | 


and shipped to the city markets. 
There were no bag or posses- 
sion limits, and they were con- 
Sidered fair game when they 
first made their appearance un- 
til cold weather drove them to 
hibernation. The entire Bootheel 
section was laced with swamps 
and lowlands that flooded in 
the early spring months and re- 
mained covered with a few 
inches of water through the 
spring and summer season. 

A carbide light, a frog gig 
and a burlap sack were all the 
equipment needed to harvest a 
hundred or more frogs in an 
evening's effort. Cottonmouth 
water moccasins were almost as 
common as the bullfrogs and 


the thick-as-your-wrist,  rust- 
colored ancient dwellers of the 
swamplands had vicious tem- 
pers. Often they would come 
swimming toward the rays of 
the light with their mouths 
wide open and flicking their 
tongues at the intruders of 
their domain. Their mouths in- 
side were as white as newly 


opened cotton—thus the name 
“cottonmouth.” The frog hunter 
usually carried a stout, straight 
club about eight feet in length 
and many a cottonmouth was 
killed by the frog hunters be- 


fore the night's hunt was ended 


Frogs Taken by Gigging. 
The carbide ‘light was usually 
worn on the cap, miner fash- 


‘jon, and an extra can of car- 


bide was carried by the hun- 
Dry carbide chunks were 
put in the base of the lamp, 
water was added, the base was 
then screwed tightly to the re- 
flector portion, and the gener- 
ated gas furnished a_ bright 
light for the hunters. The car- 
bide fill lasted only an hour 
or so and then the carbide ash 
was dumped out and the lamp 
refilled. 

The frog. sitting on the bank 
or a lily pad in the water,.was 
easily spotted by the tell-tale 
patch of white under its throat, 
and the gigger cautiously ap- 
proached with the light shin- 
ing directly in the frog’s eyes. 
As soon as the gigger and the 
lightbearer (‘often one person 


performed both tasks) got in 
close proximity to the frog, the 
spear ‘was cast, the frog im- 


paled on the tines of the gig, 
and then it was thrust into the 


burlap bag. The only posses- 
sion limit considered was a 
well-filled sack of jumbo bull- 
frogs. Small specimens were 
left unmolested because they 
had no market value. 

The land in the _ Bootheel 
area was rich, sand-loam soil 
that had been accumulating its 
fertility over thousands of 
years, and soon its value was 


realized as a tangible asset far 
greater than a producer of 
bullfrogs and cottonmouth wa 
ter mocassins. Drainage dis- 
tricts were organized and in a 
few short years the _ entire 
countryside was a network of 
ditches and cross-ditches that 
turned the swamps into vast 
cotton, wheat and soybean 
fields. 
Frogs Dwindle With Change. 
For several years the willow- 
lined drainage ditches fur- 
nished excellent frog hunting 


but the various drainage dis- 
tricts adopted the policy of 
clearing the banks each year 
of all brush vegetation in or- 


der to facilitate the water run- 
off. This destroyed the protec- 
tive habitat and four straight 
years of drouth dried up hun- 


dreds of miles of water in the | 
lateral ditches and reduced the | 


once astronomical numbers of 
bullfrogs to a pitiful few. 


The Conservation Commis- 
sion, realizing the seriousness 
of the situation, reduced the 
bag and possession limits to six 
and also changed the opening 
of the season to July 1. There 
is much evidence that this pro- 
tective measure will pay div- 
idends this eason. Although 
the former drainage ditches 
probably never will be pro- 
ducers as in the “good old 
days,” there is a marked in- 
crease in bullfrog numbers this 
year on the major spring-fed 
streams in the Ozarks. 


Float fishermen report see- 
ing more bullfrogs than in 
many previous years. Evident- 


ly the drouth years were bene- 
ficial to the hatching of the 
eggs and the rearing of the 
frogs from the tadpole stage to 
the juvenile greenhead division 
It takes from four to five years 
to produce an “eating size” 
frog and this new crop which 
becomes legal! July 1 is said to 
be of prime size 

Frog legs, rolled lightly in 
flour and fried a light brown in 
bacon drippings, are a dish of 
quality. But try this method 
for a dish long to remember: 
Squeeze lemon juice into flour 
and stir slowly. Add hot melted 
butter to the lemon and flour 
with a small amount of garlic 
salt and a pinch of ground 
cloves. Dip frog legs in this 
mixture and let them brown 
slowly on each side in vegetable 
oil. Before serving baste with 
melted butter and tartar sauce 
Serve on a hot platter. You 
will agre that the French really 
know their “grenouilles frites.”

This is precisely the tvpe of 
meeting which the President 
enjoys. He runs it informally, 
and tends to take the judgment 
of the legislators on what can

| gress. Lately, he had tended to 
be more assertive, to put all 
his powers of persuasion into 


the meeting, and to work per- 


sonally with recalcitrant mem- 
bers in the hope of persuading 
them to back the Administra- 
tion’s requests. 

Personal Contacts. 

Much more than is generally 
realized, the President has been 
in private contact with mem- 
bers of the Senate and House 
of Representatives by tele- 
phone, letter and in unpub- 
licized meetings at the White 
House on legislative matters, 
and the general impression 
here is that these personal con- 
tacts have paid off. 

For much of the last nine 
months, however, the President 
simply has not been available 
to carry on this role as legis- 
lative leader. It was, of course, 
impossible during much of the 
time from his heart attack in 
September until he resumed his 
“full duties” in January, and 
while he has tried to carry on 
during his present illness by 
issuing public statements this 
week from his hospital bed, the 
all-important Eisenhower per- 
sonal touch has been missing. 

These absences have also, in- 
evitably, cut the President’s 
contacts with other members of 


the Administration more than 
is generally realized or official- 
ly admitted. 


For example, he used to have 
a regular meeting every Mon- 
day with the chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, 
Arthur. F. Burns, and Gabriel 
Hauge, the administrative as- 
sistant who Keeps an eye on 
the growth of the national 
economy. 

These meetings are no long- 
er held on a regular basis, as 
part of the system of conserv- 
ing the President's strength. 
Burns and Hauge still do see 
the President if something of 
unusual importance comes up. 


The history of the presiden- 
cy, as Prof. Edward S. Corwin 
of Princeton has pointed out, 
reflects a struggle between two 
different conceptions of how 
the President should conduct 
his office: First, the conception 
that the executive ought al cays 
to be subordinate to the su- 
preme legislative power, and 
the conception that it ought to

They are more choosy 
about the poor risk, the speculative builder, 
the marginal farmer than they were back in 
the flush days before hog prices broke. 

Would-be borrowers divide on that 

Those with established credit and good 
financial statements haven’t had any trouble 
in getting needed loans, although they report 
bankers ask more interest. The fight over the 
Federal Reserve Board's tight money policy leaves them 
cold so far. 

Marginal farm operators, some bad hit by the drouth as 
well as falling farm product prices, and many housing develop- 
ment builders think differently. They complain that money is 
really tight and the bankers have a fishy eye. 

SOME BANKERS COMPLAIN, too, about their own situa- 
tion. One, a president of a small bank in the northern part of 
the state, says the Federal Reserve's policy of letting money 
tighten up is “hurting all right—especially because it has forced 
the price of United States bonds down.”

Majority Findings in 
Alleged ‘Timber 
Grab’ Accuse Depart- 
ment of Interior Aid.

WASHINGTON, June 20 
The Democratic majority of the 
House Government Operations 
Committee charged today that 
Clarence Davis, Under Secre- 
tary of the Interior, violated the 
Jaw in granting mining patent 
claims to Al Sarena Mines Inc. 
in the Rogue River national 
forest in southern Oregon. 

The Democrats recommended 
that the entire record of the Al 
Sarena case be sent to the At- 
torney General with a request 
that he take immediate steps to 
cancel the patents and examine 
the testimony in the proceed- 
ings to determine the truth or 
falsity of some of it 

The charges were contained 
{in a report issued by the Oper- 
ations Committee on _ public 
works and resources, headed 
by Representative Earl Chudoff 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania 

The report was approved by 


i 
| 
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the 17 Democratic members of 
the Operations Committee. The 
13 Republican members are ex- 
pected to issue a minority re- 
port. 

The report said that the Al 
Sarena Co. obtained its patents, 
or title. to 475 acres of the for- 
est land over the protest of the 
Forest Service, not for the pur- 
pose of legitimate mining, but 
to cut timber. 

Since 1954. when the Interior 
Department granted the patent, 
Al Sarena “has not mined one 
cupful of ore from the national 
forest lands conveyed to it.” 
but has cut more than 2,000,000 
board feet of timber from the 
land and sold it 


The timber on the land to 
which Al Sarena obtained title 
in 1954 has a market value of 
$347,657, it was testified before 
the committee. Al Sarena ob- 
tained title for $2375 at the 
statutory rate of $5 an acre. 

The report said that the com- 
pany knew from having en- 
gaged in mining operations on 
claims in the area between 1935 
and 1943, which failed, and 
from “analysis after analysis,” 
that the property offered no 
hope as a profitable mining 
venture.” 

The company earlier had ob- 
tained title to eight claims but 
15 others were challenged 
These are the ones which Davis 
cleared in 1954 

Turned Down in 1948. 

Nevertheless, the company 
applied for title in 1948 on the 
ground it would develop a min- 
ing operation but the Interior 
Department, under Secretary 
Oscar Chapman, sided with the 
Forest Service's claim 
was no mineralization potential 
and turned Al Sarena down 

Davis, the report said, had in- 
terior department employes

“work secretly” with Al Sarena 
to gather so-called evidence to 
support the company’s claims. 
Davis, it continued, worked with 
Representative Harris . Ell» 
worth (Rep.), Oregon, who had 
interceded in behalf of Al 
Sarena. Oregon is the home 
state of Douglas McKay, who 
was Secretary of Interior when 
the title claims were honored. 
He since has resigned to run 
for Senator on the Republican 
ticket in Oregon. 

Davis, in granting the patent 
under “political pressure,’ vio- 
lated “all known Interior De- 
partment »precedents, violated 
two sections of the Administra- 
tive Procedure Act and ignored 
the preponderance of the evi- 
dence.’ 

Secret Assays Alleged. 

The committee said that min- 
eral samples taken secretly on 
orders from Davis were sent 
from Oregon to the Williams In- 
spection Co. of Mobile, Ala., 
headquarters of the Al Sarena 
Co. for assay. Williams Co. of- 


ficials worked out assay meth- | 


ods with officials of the Al Sa- 
rena firm, the report charged. 
Assays by the Mobile compa- 
ny were “secretly” accepted by 
Davis and used as the basis for 
granting the patents, were far 
out of line with all assays of 
samples previously made by es- 
tablished western concerns and 
by the Bureau of Mines, the re- 


port said 
No check could be made on 
the Mobile firm's assay, the

The report noted that there 
has been a “marked reluctance” 
on the part of the officials of 
the Al Sarena Co. to present 
their case in open proceedings. 
In 1950, 1951, 1955 and 1956, 
Al Sarena _ representatives 
turned down opportunities to 
support their claim that they 


wanted the forest land for 
‘legitimate mining purposes. 
‘Terrific Pressure.’ 
“On the other hand, they 


exerted terrific pressure behind 
the scenes to secure the issu- 
ance of a patent without follow- 
ing the regular procedures that 
apply to all other applicants 
for patents,” the report said. 

The Democratic majority pro- 
tested that the forest service 
had no knowledge of the ‘‘spe- 
cial proceedings” Davis was en- 
gaged in, had no opportunity to 
examine the “new evidence” he 
was obtaining to cross-examine 
witnesses or submit evidence in 
rebuttal.

Wetherby was elected lieu- 
tenant governor in 1947 and 
filled out Clement's term as 
governor when Clements won a 
seat in the Senate three years 
later.

It was the second setback in 
recent weeks for Chandler. Re- 
cently, Clements piled up an 
80,000-vote majority over Chan- | 
dier’s hand-picked candidate, | 
Joe B. Bates, in the Democratic | 
primary for nomination to a full | 
six-year Senate term. 

Despite the two defeats, 
Chandler is expected to try 
again. He will try to win con- 
trol of county conventions June 
30 and the state Democratic 
convention July 3. 

Kentucky Republicans’ will 
choose their nominee to oppose 
Wetherby in Lexington Satur- 
da\ 

Robert Humphreys-of Frank- 
fort, chairman of the Demo- 
cratle committee and a strong 
ally of Chandler, called for 
party unity before and after 
the election of Wetherby.

UESTION: Usage of the 
word “epitome” puzzles me.

the word is widély misused, or 
my definition of the word is 
incorrect. I would appreciate 
your comments. Miss Lh 

ANSWER: Your first guess is 
correct. “Epitome” (prorenne: * 
eh-PIT-uh-mee) is véry corm- 
monly misused, even among 
people with some pretensions 
to culture. The word came to 
English from Greek and org- 
inally it meant a “cutting 
short” or abridgment. Now- 
adays it means a very special 
kind of abridgment, one which 
distills the essence of a lengthy 
work into very short space. It 
may also mean a selection or 
part of a thing which is char- 
acteristic of the whole. 

But all too often “epitome” is 
used—as in the examplés this 
reader gives — to mean the 
“height” of stylé, ambition or 
what have you. My guess is 
that people thus 
“epitome” have 
with another word of Greek 
origin, “acme.”

Camping Treat for Sixth Grader 


532 Children Participate in U. City Public School Project, Thanks to 86 Teen-Age Counselors 
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By Clarissa Start 

T a time when many people 
Aire of the firm opinion that 

today’s teen-agers are an ir- 
responsible group, defiant of 
authority and disrespectful of 
their elders, there is encourag- 
ing news from the University 
City Public Schools. Here, 
teen-agers have just concluded 
the most successful program 
they have ever had, acting as 
counselors to sixth graders at 
camping projects held during 
the closing weeks of the schoo! 
veal 

Four hundred high school 
juniors and seniors volunteered 
to act as counselors at camp 
this year, assuming all the re- 
sponsibility and training the 
job entailed. After screening 
and testing, 86 were chosen for 
the honor. During the month 
of May, these young people 
worked to teach their young 
charges everything from how to 
make a bed, sweep a floor, and 
cook to nature lore and arch- 
ery. In co-operation with the 
Missouri Conservation Commis- 
sion, 125 trees were planted 
each week with the senior high 
boys and girls directing the ef- 
forts of the younger children. 

Necessity prompted the use 
of teen-agers when the program 


first started in 1949. It simply 
was impossible to secure 
enough adults to act as coun- 
selors But the teen-agers 
worked out so well tnat they 


now are preferred as counsel- 

. 

“All the adults involved in 
the program have been delight- 
ed at what young adolescents 
are able to do when given the 
opportunity,” says Helen Man. 
ley, director of health, physical 
education, safety and camping 
for the University City Public 
Schools. “So frequently the 
negative things done by a few 
of our young people are pub- 
licized while the wonderful 
things done by many are neg- 
lected.” 

From April 29 through May 
28, 532 children in the Univer- 
sity City schools enjoyed camp- 
ing experiences, thanks to their 
teen-age supervisors. The pro)- 
ect takes place at Camp White 
Cloud at Cuivre River State 
Park near Troy, Mo. Camping 
and outdoor experience is in 
keeping with the current edu- 
cational philosophy, “Learn by 
doing,” and University City 
school authorities believe that 
camping during school time and 
particularly at the sixth grade

“Camping is not just an 
added frill,” a booklet on the 
camp says. “Saying that chil 
dren go camping in the summer 
so why spend school time is 
similar to saying children learn 
English at home so why teach 
it at school.”
